Whose Effort Has Been to Em- 
broil Freat Britain with 
Powers of Europe. 

Itv Associated Press. 

London. Nov. 1.— The Earl nf Selbome, 
under secretary of state for the colonies, 
speaking at Dumfries to-day, suid; "It 
is not the fault of the statesmen of the 
Transvaal that we have not become em- 
broiled with some European power. It' 
hostilities had nol come when they did, 
they would have come at some moment 
of national danger and difficulty." 

Huron Tweedmouth, formerly parlia- 
mentary secretary lo the treasury, speak- 
ing at Edinburgh, said: "The public 
mind lias not been so moved since the 
news of the dreadful events of the Indian 
mutiny. We unfortunately are warring 
with a nation of the same stock and re- 
ligion its ours. Ai this crisis nil hearts 
go out to the brave Boers ami to the 
small Hritish army in .Natal, which 
against fearful odds has performed mag- 
nificent feats of valor. It is not the 
time to call our opponents names or 
litter cries of vengiiince, hut to buck up 
Her -Majesty's ministers, who have a 
fearful, yes an awful responsibility upon 
their shoulders." 

The Earl of Cnrrington, Liberal, speak- 
ing tit Buckingham, gave expression to 
virtually the same convictions. 

The Earl of Lonsdale, honorary colonel 
of tlie Third battalion of the Border 
Regiment, at a banquet given this even- 
ing at Whitehaven, declared his conli- 
dencc in Gen. White, the British com- 
mautler in Natal, and predicted a grand 
review in Pretoria next March. Uefer- 
ring to Emperor William's celebrated 
telegram to President Kruger at the 
time of the failure of the Jameson raid, 
Lord Lonsdale said: " If His Majesty's 
despatch had been rightly understood, it 
would have had an entirely different 
effect. It was nol antagonistic to Ureal 
Britain. I have pleasure to know the 
views of the (.Scrmaif "Emperor, and they 
aiL- 'v. accordance with the views of Eng- 
land." 

Lord Ueorge Hamilton, secretary of 
stale for India, speaking at Ealing this 
evening, suid: "Our ultimate victory U 
certain, and when the terms which we 
as victors are proposed to the vanquished 
are known, foreign nations will see that 
lite main cause which has forced us to 
embark upon this conflict is nol a desire 
of pecuniary profit or of territorial ag- 
grandizement, but a determination lo 
emancipate a vast territory for the com- 
mon henelit of mankind from ait ignoble 
and degrading tyranny."

Has Every Reason to Co-operate Willi 
British in South Africa and 
Elsewhere. 

Berlin, Nov. I — The Neuste Nachricb- 
ten in the course of an article evidently 
inspired, siiys: " Germany has no inten- 
tion of playing into the hands of France 
by intervening in the Transvaal. She 
intends to pursue a course of absolute 
neutrality." 

Replying to the anti-Semitic, pnn-Ger- 
man outcry against the Emperor's ex- 
pected visit to England, tlie Neuste 
Nachrichtcn remarks: "Although Ger- 
mans individually may disapprove of 
England's policy, the actions of the Em- 
peror must be dictated by Germany's in- 
terests, which do nol allow her unneces- 
sarily to arouse bad feeling in England. 
It would lie a great mistake to prejudice 
German interests in South Africa by a 
one-sided attitude, in view of the future 
re-organization of tlie political situation 
there.

"Ladysmith, Oct. 31.— (7:50 p.m.)- I 
look onl from Ladysmith ti brigade of 
mounted troops, two brigade divisions of 
the Royal Artillery, the Nutul Field Bat- 
tery and two brigades of infantry to 
reconnoitre in force the enemy's main 
position to the north and, if opportunity 
should offer, capture a hill behind Fitr- 
(piliar's farm, which hud on the previous 
ilny been held in strength by tlie enemy. 

"In connection with this advance, a 
cohimi nsisting of the Tenth Moun- 
tain Artillery, four half companies of the 
Gioucesters and six companies of the 
Royal Irish Fusiliers, the whole under 
Lieut. -Col. Carlton ami Major Adye. 
deputy assistant adjutant-general, was 
despatched at 11 p.m. on the 29tll to 
march, by night, up Spruit and seize 
Nicholson's Nek. or sonic position near 
Nicholson's Nek. thus turning the en- 
emy's right flank. 

"Tlie main advance was successfully 
carried out. the objective of the attack 
being found evacuated, ami jin artillery 
duel between our field batteries and lite 
enemy's guns of position and the Max- 
ims, is understood to have caused heavy- 
loss to tlie enemy. 

"The rooojinoissanee forced tlie enemy 
to fully disclose his position, and after

"The circumstances which titteiuli'd 
tin- movements of Col. Carlton's column 
are no! yet fully known, but from re- 
ports received the column appears to 
have curried out the night inarch un- 
molested, until within two miles of 
Nicholson's Nek. 

"At this poini two boulders rolled 
fl l the hill and a few rille shots stam- 
peded the infantry a in munition mules. 
File stampede spread to the battery 
mules, who broke loos,' from their lead- 
ers and got away with practically the 
while of the gun equipment ami the 
greater port ion of the regimental small 
arm ammunition.

"The dangers of Sir George White's 
plans are patent, even to civilians, but it 
is not impossible that the Cape 'hoys' 
in charge of the Mountain Battery, who 
quite recently were suspected of disaffec- 
tion, may have been tampered with liy 
the Boers. Otherwise such a large anil 
comprehensive stampede is :i very extra- 
ordinary occurrence from such a slight 
i-uuse. 

White's movements, so far as 
it can be understood from present infor- 
mation, is open to criticism, especially ii\ 
the complete absence of communication 
with the main body." 

THE QUEEN'S SYMPATHY. 

The Queen is credited with expressing 
sincere sympathy for Sir George Stewart 
White, and the officials are in no wise 
inclined to judge him harshly. 

So far an the public is concerned, how- 
ever, while gratification is felt at the 
manner in which the isolated battalions 
surrendered, there is still severe criti- 
cism for Gen. White and Lieut.-Col. 
Carlton for allowing their column to gel 
nut nf touch, for the absence of proper 
scouting, and for not retiring when the 
ammunition was lost. In favor of Lient- 
Col. Carlton the explanation is hazarded 
that he believed it was imperative to the 
success of (Jen. White's operations that 
be should hold tlie position of Nicholson's 
Nek. 

SHOULD HAVE HAD CAVALRY. 

The Morning Post comments severely 
upon the British contempt for the enemy 
as shown by the belief that the large 
Boer force at Ac-ton Holmes could be 
held in cheek by Oarlton's small column. 
It points out that even if the British 
there had been supplied with iimnninltion 
they could only hold out a few hours 
lunger, inasmuch as they were in the 
most complete sense detached, and be- 
cause nobody apparently at Ladysmith 
had any idea of their distress or took 
measures to rescue them. 

" Tlie column was sacrificed," says the 
Morning Post, "because it was sent into 
action gagged and blindfolded. It had 
neither scout nor patrol. Twelve hund- 
red men were thrown awtiy for lack of 
cavalry, which would not have been 
missed from another part of the Held." 

FORGOTTEN BY THEIR GENERA L 

The Standard comments in similar 
terms upon the fact that Gen. White 
made no effort to extricate the column 
from tlie impossible situation into which 
he had thrust it. anil draws 'a picture of 
the men hoping for relief and then realiz- 
ing with bitterness of heart that some 
otic had blundered; that they had been 
forgotten by their general and his stall', 
and nothing was left hut surrender and 
imprisonment at Pretoria until the end 
of the war." 

The Daily Chronicle says: "It is evi- 
dent thai somebody blundered, but more 
particulars are required before the 
blame can be apportioned." 

HUSSARS AGAIN IN DANGER. 

A belated despatch from Ladysmith 
describing Monday's light, says: "A 
couple of squadrons had a narrow escape 
from disaster early in the day. They 
found themselves suddenly con front eil 
within easy range by an overwhelming 
force of Boers, who seemed to spring 
from the bowels of the earth. Thi- 
ll nssars were splendidly handled, ami 
were extracted with only one man 
wounded." 

THE WIRES ARE B LOOK ED. 

The break on tlie Delagoa Bay cable

NEW CANADIAN PROVINCE. 

Northwest Premier Thinks Time Has 
Come lor Organization of the 
Territories. 

Ucgina, Nov. 1. — (Special) — There is 
every probability of Territorial elections 
within the next few months. Tin? amount 
of money voted at Ottawa for the North- 
west Territories is wholly inadequate for 
the expenses of the Territorial govern- 
ment The recent iullux of population 
lias greatly increased the expenditure on 
education and public works so that now 
the "jumping off point." as Premier 
Hatlltain calls it. has been reached and 
there is no thing left for it hut to enter 
confederation as a province. It is highly 
probable that the assembly will be con- 
vened within the next three months, wli en 
Premier fluultain will formulate his con- 
ditions of provincial autonomy, and will 
appeal to the constituencies for a man- 
date. 



THE ARMY IN PHILIPPINES. 

Almost as Large us That Being De- 
spatched to South Africa, by 
the British. 

Washington, Nov. 1— The .annual re- 
port of the adjutant-general of the 
army, Brigadier-General Gorbln, to the 
secretary of war was made public to- 
day. Gen. Corblu sums the military 
forces now in the service as follows: 
Regular army, 64.586; volunteers 84,574; 
total, 99,109. The regular establish- 
ment consists of ten regiments of cav- 
alry, seven or artillery and twenty- live of 
infantry. The volunteer establishment 
consists of one regiment of cavalry, 
twenty-four of infantry und a Porto Rico 
battalion. 

The distribution of these? troops on 
September 30 last was as follows: In 
the United S'ates, 34,229; Porto Uico, 
3,:Ui3; Cuba. L1.187; Philippines, 32,315; 
en route to Philippines, 17,099; Alaska, 
499; Hawaiian Islands, 400. Gen- Cor- 
bin adds the following In the summary: 

" It is expected by December I next 
all the infantry regiments of United 
Slates volunteers shown a.hove as in the 
United States will have sailed for the 
Philippines. Those with the troops now 
ile-re will give a total strength of 03,(>0S 
i nlisted men."

Promises Remedy for Ser- 
ious Drawback.

New York. Nov. 1.— The 1 1. S. S. New 
York and the battleship Massachusetts 
returned to-night to the anchorage off: 
Thirty-fifth street. North river, after 
being employed for three days in evolu- 
tions fur the purpose of demonstrating 
I he working of the Marconi system of 
wireless telegraphy under various practi- 
cal conditions, The result of the work- 
ing in' the three sets of instruments occu- 
pied in the tests of the past three days 
was to show tlie government board that 
there is practical utility in the system, 
which would be of inestimable value to 
naval vessels during evolutions of any 
kind, and especially when on scorning 
duty. The members of the government 
board will, however, he obliged to call 
attention to the fact that during these 
tests it wn.s possible for any instrument 
located within the circumscribed radius 
uf transmission to destroy the effective- 
ness of oilier instruments at any time. 
.Mr. Marconi said he could prevent this 
interference on the part of a third sta- 
tion, but. that be would not demonstrate 
ii during these tests, because he had not 
vet received his patents for that feature. 

Over L!'.l miles of the Atlantic ocean, 
over house-tops, church spires und tower- 
ing otllcc buildings, the Marconi electri- 
cal ripples successfully carried and 
dropped messages between the two mov- 
ing warships. Tile naval lest proved 
that within a radius of LM miles mes- 
sages can be transmitted with wireless 
telegraphy with all thesiccurncy und pre- 
cision of aa ordinary land line. This 
proved that bills, high buildings and 
wires do not break the force of the elec- 
trical waves and do not interfere in the 
slightest degree with the transmission of 
mcssa ges. 

By pre-arrnngement, operations on 
hoard the New York were conducted by 
Marconi himself. One of his assistants, 
tamed Bradfield, operated the instru- 
ment on the Massachusetts, while Tele- 
grapher Bowden, another Marconi ex- 
pert, ivns stationed in the lighthouse on 
the Highlands of Navesink. From the 
Marconi transmitter, on the lower floor 
Of the lighthouse annex, the wire was 
parried through the window up the tall 
flag-stuff and up a sort of topmast, mak- 
ing its total height above the ground 
about 150 feet. Through the hatchways 
of the two warships the wiles were ex- 
tended to the same height. 

The message which the New York, ns 
sin- passed down the North river, sent 
li, the Massachusetts, lying at her an- 
chorage at Thirty-fifth street, was read 
plainly in dots and ashes at Navesink, 
r.inetecn miles away. It. was: 
Follow us down nt 1 p. m." 

This message was the overture to the 
telegraph testing programme, which in- 
cluded about 75 messages, all of which 
laid been prepared by the naval board 
und were especially difficult. Every live 
minutes during her course down the river 
the New York telegraphed over the con- 
stantly increasing distance to the Massa- 
chusetts, and the battleship replied to 
the flagship without a break. All the 
messages in the correspondence were 
caught at Navesink, and a careful record 
i if them was kept. It was during the 
voyage down the river that an official 
tesl for " interference " was made. 
Without any warning to Marconi, the 
operator nt Navesink, at the direction of 
Lieut. Blish, sent several messages in 
quick succession to the flagship, the re- 
sult being a message from the Massa- 
chusetts to the New York: 

" Navesink has successfully inter- 
fered." 

But a few minutes later the light- 
house caught Marconi's explanation that 
one of tbi' ground wires on the New 
York had not been secured properly, 
which allowed the stray messages to 
break in on tin- conversation between 
the two warships. 

It was a long time after the telegraph- 
ing began before cither of the warships 
were visible from the lighthouse. With- 
out a wire, without any apparent con- 
»o< tioa, messages kept dropping out of 
space as if some supernatural power 
wore burling them down from the 
clouds. 

Tin- New York came in sight about 11 
o'clock, and although messages from the 
Massachusetts continued to ruin down as 
fast as the receiving instrument could 
reel ihem off, it was fully two hours be- 
fore she could he made out creeping 

slowly toward the flagship, Then the 
New York wired the Massachusetts: 

"Put out to sea ill n straight line, keep- 
ing careful account of your distances."

A Vancouver Fire Stopped Just in Time 
to Sav« a Serious Explosion. 

At (i o'clock Tuesday morning the lire 
department received a call to .1. ,1. Mill- 
er's bicycle depot in the rear of the post 
office. The alarm was turned in by a 
News- Advertiser paper boy who saw 
smoke issuing from the premises. Direct- 
ly tlie brigade arrived, the door -was 
broken open. A dense volume of smoke 
immediately i.ssued from tlie building 
and 11 noxious smell of burning rubber. 
Creeping in through the smoke the lire- 
men located its origin in the repair shop 
at the rear of the premises. Tlie chemi- 
cal hose (illicitly put the blaze out Inn 
it was some lime before the smoke 
rleared away, when it was found that 
tires ami repair material to the extent of 

some $400 hud been damaged. The 
alarm, arrival of tlie brigade ami the 
I work Hi' extinguishing the fire was so 
quietly ami expeditiously accomplished 
I that very few of the residents in the 
I block were aware, when they sat down to 
I breakfast, that a lire had been smould- 
ering beneath them till nigh'. 

The origin of the lire is supposed to 
have been a piece of oily waste which 
had been thrown to one side, before the 
shop was closed on Monday night. This 
must have ignited in sonic milliner and 
have smouldered till night till at length 
the heat cu light some tindery material 
nearby. 

A live- gallon gasoline tank was with- 
in a few feet of where the lire stopped.

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THE WAR. 

Tho misfortune near Ladysmith, 
though serious enough, was not nearly 
so disastrous to tho British force in 
Natal as first accounts made it appear. 
The explanations given also put Gen 
White in a rery much more favorable 
iight than he seemed to be. There was 
a disposition to think that he had taken 
a needless risk in sending out u'n infantry 
force to a locality out of touch with the 
main body of his army, hut he appears 
not to have done so. Mis object was to 
occupy a commanding position, and the 
force was quite sufficient for this pur- 
pose. The disaster to the mules could 
not have been foreseen, and the unfor- 
tunate result was wholly due to it. If 
the guns could have been got into posi- 
tion, and the usual supply of ammunition 
had been at hand, there is litle doubt 
that Col. Carlton could have held the 
liill against any force -that would have 
been sent against him. The loss of even 
a thousand effective men is quite a seri- 
ous matter to so small a force, but see- 
ing that the safety of Lndysniith is not 
•thought to be affected things are not 
nearly as bad as they might have been. 
We feel great anxiety as to the list of 
casualties, for we fear it is large. The 
surprising thing in connection with the 
matter is why after losing the guns ami 
the ammunition. Col. Carlton did not 
retire-on Ladysmith. We think we can 
understand why Gen. White did not send 
reinforcements. His first despatch said 
that the mules had stampeded with the 
guns, but he hoped to recover most of 
them. This was evidently as far as his 

information went. [In had no idea that 
the infantry were in such a plight. Nat- 
urally be would have concluded that if 
they wen- left without any artillery and 
with only such ammunition as they car- 
ried in their belts, Ihey would inn have 
attempted to <><■<• n j >v and hold a position. 
The fai l that I he artillery did not re- 
turn would lead lien. While to suppose 
thai things were nut in verj bad aliape, 
The loss ill' the battalions was due to 
the old British habit of obeying orders. 
They were sent on; In occupy a vanlagi 
■/round, and they did it. 

"Theirs not to reason « In 
Their- lull In do or die." 
And that tells the whole story, 

Yesterday's news tended greatly to re- 
lieve the tension caused by Ihe des- 
patches ol ihe previous day. 1 u the 
inoruing the Colonist was aide in toll that 
the reinforcenientf* would begin to ar- 
rive at Ihe Cap.- in the course of a few 
days, and ihe bulletins posted al this 
office during the morning showed that 
the forecast in the editorial lo the effect 
that if Cen. White could hold out for 
ten days all would In- well, wis well 
Jgtounded, Within lhal lime Gen. Butler 
ought to he able to reach the vicinity of 
Ladysmith. and. perhaps reach that town 
itself with 111,01)0 or 15,0<K) troops. If 
this proves to he the case, it will give 
Jiim ample force to take the offensive 

with certainty of success. 

A new army corps is likely to hi' 
formed, or at least Ihe preliminary steps 
lo that, end will lie taken. Ii is highly 
desirable that a very strong display of 
military fore- should he made. The 
moral effect in South Africa will bo ex- 
cellent, and it will inn be lost i>n the 
continent of Europe. 

The conduct of Gen. Joitberl towards 
the wounded is worthy of all praise, and 
we an' glad to know that he is only fol- 
lowing the example set by our own 
troops in regard to the Boer ivouilded 
■after the battle of Giencoe. By llii« we 
ere led lo hope that when the end comes 
ami Ihe I'liion .laid; Mollis over tile whole 
of South Africa. Briton and Boer "ill 
live side by side in mutual res] I. 



ANOTHER REGIMENT. 

The suggestion in yesterday's Colonist 
that Canada should raise another South 
African contingent was very heartily en- 
dorsed on the streets yesterday. We ob- 
serve that the same idea has found ex- 
pression in Eastern cities. We trust it 
will 1m> allowed to take practical shape. 
Another regiment can he raised promptly 
and can be offered to the Imperial gov- 
ernment, with whom it will rest to say 
if it shaN he accepted. Let us do our 
part, which is to offer. 

We think also that if the government 
of Canada can see its way clear to offer 
to pay all expenses in connection wilh 
such second regiment, the people will 
gladly sustain it. We know that no 
appropriation is available for such a pur- 
pose, and that in a matter of this kind it 
may lie deemed necessary to consult 
parliament. We do not think the gov- 
ernment can constitutionally undertake 
to maintain an armed force beyond seas 
without a vole of parliament, hut a way 
in gel over this can he readily discovered, 
if ihe government desires. 

Without discussing the manner in 
which the second regiment should 
rained and paid, we think the govern- 
ment of Canada ought to give the young 
men of the country a new opportunity 

to testify to their devotion to our L>i n 

and country. The sentiment expressed 
ul the Victoria theatre last night when 
the resolution was introduced to make 
up from Canada the loss in men sus- 
tained by the misfortune at Ladysmith, 
had the right ring about it. The nations 
of Kurope are snarling and showing their 
teeth ul our glorious Mother Land. Let 
the colonics answer with a voice tbllt 
has courage, brawn and muscle behind it.

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In a Idler printed in yesterday's Col- 
onist, Mr. Tiarks said he had informa- 
tion that the department of public works 
a: Ottawa is about to enforce the agree- 
ment made between ii and the city of 
Victoria in regard to the Point Kllieo 
bridge. This makes it interesting to in- 
ipiire what that agreement is and wheth- 
er the department is in a position to en- 
force it. and if so what it may do. 

agreement was made in the year 
ind provides: 

That on or before October 1. ISDl!, 
irpo ration of Victoria should snb- 
hy-law to Ihe people lo raise fund-, 
permanent bridge a: Point Elliee, 
constructed according to plans and 
specifications approved by the departr 
inenl and to he completed on or before 
October !. 1808. 

2nd. The corporation agreed to con- 
struct the permanent bridge as above 
specified by the date specified and to 
remove all temporary struVtures. 

3rd. The corporation agreed to remove 
any structures then across the Arm at 
Point Ellice and any temporary struc- 
tures that might he erected, and to have 
them out of the way by October 1, LSD8. 

4th. The corporation agreed to pay the 
Dominion government any cost that 
might be incurred by the department of 
public works in removing such struc- 
tures, in ease of failure on the part of 
the corporation to remove them within 
the time specified. 

5th. The city agreed to pay tin Ms 

in a suit for an injunction instituted by 
the Dominion government against 
city, amounting to $300 at that time 
also any further costs that might be in- 
curred in connection with the suit there- 
after. 

t!th. The corporation agreed to aban- 
don an appeal pendiug in the suit. 

7th. The department agreed to get the 
injunction against the corporation with- 
held until October 1. 180S, and to ob- 
tain permission lor the city to go on 
with the temporary structure.

by-law was ever submitted to the ] pie; 

no permanent bridge has been erected 
and of course tin- temporary work lias 
not hem removed. The department of 
public work- would seem, therefore. In 
he in a position lo remove the present 
temporary bridge al the cost of the oily, 
so far as anything in the agreement is 
concerned 

Assuming thai this is the case, we sub- 
mit I hill the department ought urn to in- 
terfere in the manner in which Mr. 
Tiarks say - ii proposes to. Th 
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il In 
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sense an interference with navigation at 
present. We do not suggest that the 
Dominion government should waive its 
right, if it could legally do so without 
express legislation, to the control of the 
Ann. It is belter thai this sheet of 
water should remain for all time to conic 
navigable in the legal sense of the word, 
that is that it never should be obstruct- 
ed. At presenl there Is no special rea- 
son why a pile bridge ought not to stand 
as lon^' as il is lit for use. We cnntiol 
tell when reason to the contrary may 
aiise but ill the absence of any special 

cause for interference, we submit that 
the department ought to withhold Its 
hand. No one suggests that the bridge is 
unsafe for tratllc. We are all agreed 
that it is not the kind of bridge that is 
wanted, and there is only one view as to 
the desirability of the old bridge being 
removed at the earliest possible day. 
But the ratepayers hardly feel like in- 
curring the expense of a new bridge just 
al the present moment, or until the 
bridge suits are settled. When the 
amount which Ihe city will have to pay 
in those suits has been determined, we 
suggest that the ratepayers should he 
asked lo authorize a loan to pay il off 
and ai ihe same liuie to provide money 
for another bridge.' In the men n while, 
the assent of the department ought to he 
obtained, if ii has not already, to an ex- 
tens! f the time during which the per- 
manent bridge shall he erected. A very 
good case can he made out for a reason- 
aide extension, and we feel some confi- 
dence thai an application from the city in 



that behalf would meet with favorable 
consideration. As matters appear to 
stand at present, the department can 
certainly interfere at any moment and 
close the bridge to tratllc. 

Several communications dealing with 
the Murchant affair have been received, 
but we must decline to allow the dis- 
cussion to continue in these columns, 
until some new phase develops.

Mr. Pcllv also sent to Vancouver for 
Hughes - bnggage, as from the railroad 
ticket and checks found on the person ol 
the dead Englishman, it was evident that 
Vancouver had been his destination and 
bis baggage had -one there. It will prob- 
ably arrive to-ilav and may throw con- 
siderable light upon Hughes' antece- 
dents. 

Besides the $00 i" money and feu- pa- 
pers found on Hughes' person were sev- 
eral business card.- indicating that 
Hughes was a barrister of Bolton, a 
large manufacturing town near Manches- 
ter, Eng., notwithstanding bis state- 
ment that he was from London. Abso- 
lutely nothing was learned at Providenci 
hospital concerning him beyond his one 
lucid statement thai his name was Tho- 
mas Hughes. His linen bore the initials 
"T, II." His clothing was very plain. 
He wore a black stiff hut of the prevail- 
ing style, and for travelling wear, a 
plain dark cloth caii. In appearance ho 
was between 35 and -10 years of age, id 
medium height and weight, and with a 
pronounced English cast of features— u 
round, full, rather florid face, double 
chin, well-kept light brown moustache 
and short "side burns." and sandy, rather 
curly hair, slightly tinged with gray 
about cars. 

The physicians who attended him lit 
the hospital state that there is no i|iies- 
tion about Ihe man's death being due to 
alcoholism. They think littl ' the

AN AGED ADMIRAL'S WOUNDS. 

Admiral Lord Clanwillinm, who was 
to have accompanied Sir Thomas Lipton 
to attend the cup races, failed to do so 
in consequence of an operation to which 
he was obliged to subject himself two 
weeks ago. Forty years since in the 
war with China he was badly wounded 
in the arm by the discharge of a Chinese 
cannon, loaded with shrapnel. The sur- 
geons of that day could suggest no other 
remedy than amputation. But -Lord 
Olanvrilliam preferred to face tho risk 
of death to being deprived of his arm, 
which be insisted on keeping. For the 
entire period of 40 years be lias been in 
daily pain, sometimes in downright tor- 
ture, in connection with this arm. 

Just before he was to have started 
witii Sir Thomas Lipton dor New York 
he was persuaded to submit, to an exam- 
ination by means of the 'Roentjen ray*, 
and these disclosed the Tact that em- 
bedded in the arm during all these four 
decades have remained jagged pieces of 
iron, or shrapnel, forming pan of the 
charge of the Chinese gun. These have 
now been removed by means of an opera- 
tion, which was only dangerous in view 
of the advanced age of the gallant old 
admiral of the Beet. Another equally 
aged admiral of the Deet, Sir Edmund 
Ccmmorell, a Victoria Cross man, still 
curries embedded in bin shoulder a bullet 
which he received thirty years ago on the 
west coast of Africa.

DEATH OP JAMES PHILLIPS.

Isolated. 



Traffic Temporarily Suspended 
Until Ice on Rivers Be- 
comes Firm. 



Names of Those Who Were 
Drowned at White 
Horse. 



According to news received by the 
steamer Danube yesterday Dawson is 
now pretty well isolated from the outside 
world and Tew people may bo expected 
to arrive from the .Northern interior un- 
til the ice on the lakes and rivers has 
become firm. The Danube, as expected, 
brought down a large number of trans- 
portation people, including Copt. J. II. 
McLean and Capt. J. Lee of the Flyer 
line of steamers. Capt. F. Harper, who 
hud charge of the tirst contingent <>i 
Northwest .Mounted Police taken to 
Dawson, also came down un the steamer 
on his way to Ottawa after spending two 
years in Dawson. Other arrivals were 
J. K. Devlin, at one time agent for the 
Great Northern Hallway Company in 
this city; Dr. H. E. Young, of Nnnaimo, 
who is just out from Atlin: .John Mahrer, 
of Nanaimo; V. D. Baunerman, 8. ,7. 
l'otts, .Mrs. .Meyers and .Misses Gertrude 
and Stella Meyers and ('. K. Courtney. 
The latter has spent the summer in At- 
lin. 

Throught the arrival of the Danube it 
is learned that tin- two men previously 
reported to have lost their lives at White 
dorse were named Robert Laidlaw ami 
Mr. Robinson. The former comes from 
Auburn, Wash., and was a packer on 
the Skagway trail, lie was last seen 
after piloting a scow til rough the White 
Horse loaded with merchandise on Oc- 
tober 15 but how he come to meet his 
death can only be surmised, Robinson 
lost his life by being too rash. He was 
a young Englishman, impatient about 
reaching Dawson before navigation 
closed, lie took upon himself the res- 
ponsibility of navigating the rivers one 
day and cutting loose a scow loaded with 
machinery started down stream. Twenty 
minutes later the poor fellow was found 
beyond all hope of recovery, clinging 
with a dying man's grip to a pair of 
oars. 

Still another drowning accident occur- 
red on the Stikine l(i miles below Gleu- 
ora, where A. D. Stanlield. of Wrangel. 
was drowned on October 11' through the 
capsizing of his boat. 

K. D. Irvine, a mining engineer of 
Victoria, returned to Wrangel a week 
ago on Monday last after an" absence of 
seven weeks. Mr. Irvine has been in 
the Dease Lake district looking up hy- 
draulic property iu the interests of a 
London (Eug.) syndicate, and reports 
favorably on that country, both for placer 
and quuntz.

MR. LOMAS' FUNERAL. 

Large Attendance of Indians and 
Whites on Sunday Last. 

The popularity of tin; late Indian 
agent at Cowichan, Mr. W. EL Lomas, 
the respect and esteem in which he was 
held by both white and Indian residents 
of the district, were quite apparent on 
Sunday, when the remains were con- 
veyed to their last resting place. The 
funeral procession, which left the resi- 
dence at Duncan about 12 p. m., \tas 
headed by the Kuper Island industrial 
school band, which played appropriate 
dead inarches on the way to the Quami- 
ehau burying ground, surrounding St. 
Peter's church. Numbers of Indian 
men, women and children, marching in 
two lints on the roadside, followed the 
band. Then came a long line of vehicles, 
75 in number, tilled with silent mourning 
occupants, the races toeing divided by 
the black-draped wagon bearing the mor- 
tal remains of the man to whom Cowi- 
chan owes a debt of gratitude for the 
able ami devoted as well as successful 
manner in which he discharged the 
duties of his office. Six Indian chiefs, 
wearing distinctive insignia, acted as 
pail-bearers along the route, whilst at 
the house ami at the grave friends noted 
in that capacity. Arriving at the church 
grounds the Indians formed iu two 
lines, facing each other, to let the mourn- 
ful convoy pass .between them. During 
the short and impressive ceremonies in 
the church, the capacious building being 
Inn small to hold all (if Hie white people, 
the Indians took up place on one side of 
tin' grave, awaiting silently the proces- 
sional arrival of the olliciating minister, 
Rev. Mr. Leaky, pastor of St. Peter's, of 
the remains and the whites. The usual 
prayers were recited at the graveside, 
many people feeling unconsciously their 
(■yes tilling with tears at bidding farewell 
to a friend and benefactor. After the 
ceremony the large crowd of Indians in 
attendance sang a hymn in the mournful, 
plaintive manner so peculiar to their 
race, expressive of the true sentiments 
that animated at that moment the grate- 
ful Oowielians, who felt that they had 
lost their best friend,

Dlt. MILNE EXPLAINS. 



One of the first, if not the firs., build- 
ing erected by the citizens of Victoria as 
a body is being torn down to make room 
for u modern business block. In the 
summer of IS")'.) lire destroyed a block 
at the corner of Johnson and Govern- 
ment streets, entailing a loss of $13,000. 
The lire might easily have been checked 
had there been proper lire-lighting ap- 
paratus, but the only engine in town 
was owned by the Hudson Bay Com- 
pany and managed iby the police. The 
Colonist, then as now taking n leading 
part in everything looking to the ad- 
vancement of the city, urged thai u 
volunteer fire department be organized. 
The resiill was a meeting held on Octo- 
ber 24, 1859, and the organization of the 
Union Hook and Ladder Company. The 
town was canvassed and sulllcieut money 
secured to erect a building on Hudson 
Hay Company's property, just below the 
site uf the present board of trade build- 
ing. Of the Olen who organized the 
company there is now but one living, Mr. 
\V. II. Oliver, of San Francisco. 'Ten 
years alter it was built the building was 
moved to Government street, where it 
stood until yesterday, when workmen 
commenced to pull it down to make room 
for Mr. Vernon's new block. It was 
vacated by the fire department in 1890, 
four years after the city look over the 
apparatus of the three volunteer Hre 
companies. 

Chief Deusy yesterday had a photo- 
graph taken of the old building, and also 
secured the name-plate and a piece of 
the wood, with which to make a gavel 
tor the Pacific Coast Association of Fire 
Chiefs. The Chief himself was a mem- 
ber of the Union Hook and Ladder 
Company, joining as a member of the 
lantern 'brigade— n body of youngsters 
who carried lanterns to lires — in 1809, 
when he was but 12 years old. He 
worked his way to the front, being fore- 
man of the parent company when elected 
assistant chief of the Victoria fire de- 
partment. Since the t i in*' he carried 
the lantern the Victoria firemen have re- 
sponded to 2,000 alarms, and from few of 
them was Chief Deasy absent. 

The bell which called the men of the 
Union Hook and Ladder Company in 
the old days now does service in the 
Yates street fire hall, and their old truck 
is part of the apparatus of the Jubilee 
hospital.

A WEAK SURRENDER* 

From the Toronto Mail and lEmplre. 

Every time the Canadian government 
changes its base In respect to the Alas- 
ban boundary question it is to take up a 
worse position. Its last action appears 
to be founded on the supposition that it 
is now quite manoeuvred out of the Lynn 
Canal country. Retiring from our solid 
ground of right, the government throws 
itself upon the generosity of the United 
States. It craves the grant of a har- 
bor on the upper arm of the canal, offer- 
ing, in consideration of a quit claim title 
to such an entrance, to waive Canada's 
rights to the other approaches, the own- 
ership of tlic remaining disputed terri- 
tory to lie referred to arbitration. This 
is the proposal Sir Louis Da vies has 
made to Mr. Chonte, the American am- 
bassador to Great Britain, To smooth 
the way to a finul settlement, lie offers 
to surrender our jusl claims to Dyen 
and Skagway. the condition of this sur- 
render being that the United States leave 
us in undisputed possession of another 
port, Pyramid Harbor. If the United 
Siales accepts this offer, and further 
agrees to have the remaining part of the 
boundary line fixed by an arbitral tri- 
bune under such rules as governed the 
Venezuelan case, the Canadian govern- 
ment will ask nothing more. It will 
strike most people that after Skagway, 
Dyen, and Pyramid Harbor have been 
disposed of. there will not remain much 
for which it is worth while to press our 
claims before a board of arbitration. 
Such a proposal is a natural sequence 
from the modus vivendl closed a few day 
ago. That agreement left the United 
States in control of practically the whole 
disputed territory— of all the' sea coast, 
(lie ports, the coast termini of the trails, 
the monntain passes, and the choicest 
territory, and leaves the great body of 
the settlers subject to its laws. It con- 
tains uo provision fijr the bonding, of 
Canadian goods nor for ihe permanent de- 
limitation of the true boundary line. We 
have conceded everything in this pro- 
visional arrangement, and have not ob- 
tained even the promise of a final settle- 
ment by arbitration— the grand end to 
which the modus vtvendi, from the Can- 
adian point of view was supposed to lie 
a moans. The United States wanted cer- 
tain temporary advantages; wo wanted 
the equitable arbitration of *\ 6 e.-\sp 
They got their tcnwy ry advantages; 
but as the »"•;.,, of ' tutn ; we have no 
guarnuW, f" nr bitration. To secure this 
er Sir Louis Davies comes along with 
this proposal of his, supplementary to 
the modus vivendi — o proposal which 
shows haw completely the government 
has capitulated. Instead of standing on 
our rights, he offers to relinquish them, 
so far as the ownership of Skagway and 
Dyen is concerned, asking from the Unit 
ed Stales in return only that it shall 
permit us to call Pyramid Harbor our 
own and agree to arbitrate everything 
else in dispute. This readiness to dis- 
claim Canada's rights is to he condemn- 
ed on every ground. It is nothing less 
than confirming Ihe American claim. To 
leave the ground of right and make such 
a weak proposal of compromise will havi 
the effect only of making the United 
Slates grab Hie more tightly the whole 
li, vnn Canal region. Even if it would 
agree to Sir Louis Davies' proposition 
of what value would Pyramid Harbor be 
to us, separated from the Canadian in 
terinr by a baud of United Slates terrl 
tory'i

Tin-re 
was no hesitation on my part to do so. 
as ii ivns a matter uf public interest, 
and as to being a matter of politics it 
never entered my mind, The telegrams 
were written in Ihe presence of Mr. 
Pooiey recommending him in as strong 
language as possible, and were sent by 
Mr. Pooiey. so that be may be sure tjiey 
reached I heir place of destination. 

I mention these facts to show your 
readers that everything 1 had to do was 
done openly and above board. Further- 
more I received a reply to these tele- 
grams. The following is a letter in re- 
ply to the telegram sent to Ihe minister 
of* militia : 

Department of Militia and Defence. 

Ottawa. 24th October, IS!)!). 
Sir: In reply to your telegram, I have 
Ihe honor to inform you that upon your 
recommendation Lieut, T, 10. Pooiey has 
been placed on the list of applicants for 
active service in the Transvaal, and will 
teccive due consideration.

A few days following the above I sent 
a telegram to Sir Wilfrid Laurier and 
the lion. .1.

•Telegram received and referred to min- 
ister of militia. 

WILFRID LAURIER. 
Now, in the face of these telegrams 
and correspondence, and also the fact 
that Senator Tenipleman says in this 
evening's issue of the Times that he also 
gave his support to Mr. Pooiey, how can 
it lie said by you or Mr. Pooiey that po- 
litical influences were set to work to 
have bis application set aside. If Mr 
Pooiey had been of a (liferent type of 
politics than thai of Capt. Blunt-hard 
there might have been some suspicions 
on the part of Mr. Pooiey, but both be- 
ing of I he same faith little can be said 
on that score. However, I have this to 
say. I did not ri commend any other per- 
son than Mr. i'ooley for a position on the 
Transvaal contingent, nor did Capt. 
Blanchard apply for ; i recommendation 
from me or from any of my political 
friends as far as I know, so to say that 
Capt. Blanchard was appointed by po- 
litical influence, I do not believe.' His 
friends say that his position in the mi- 
litia and his competency for the position 
as captain of the Transvaal contingent 
placed him there, and no other reason. 

1 do not wish to dwell on this matter, 
but I do fee! an injustice has been done 
by Mr. Pooiey to myself ami others who 
at his request went so far to urge bis ap- 
pointment on the Dominion government. 
Von say that the gallant officer ought to 
have the matter ventilated in parliament. 
It would. 1 think, be the proper thing to 
do. It would show that no matter how 
considerate one may he at such times 
as the present, whin country is before 
party, and because a young gallant offi- 
cer is riot successful in his aims and am-

Ice now seals the waterways to Daw- 
ton, at. least from Selkirk down- Such 
was the news brought yesterday hy the 
arrival of the Danube from the North, 
uud by passengers who landed al Na- 
naimo from the steamer Cuteh and 
came on to Victoria by train. The river 
between the points mentioned has (been 
closed since October li.'!, but for a week 
previously ice was encountered. On the 
former date the thermometer registered 
ill) degrees below zero at White Horse. 
Later the weather got milder, ibut the 
ice remained solid, but not firm enough 
for traffic, which at the time yesterday's 
arrivals left the North was practically 
suspended. 

As is generally the case, some steamers 
suffered from taking too many risks. 
The steamer Stratton foundered about 
half a mile from Selwyn, and 100 pas- 
sengers on board had a narrow escape 
from losing their lives. She was en- 
deavoring to force her way through the 
ice, and cume lo a remarkable end. Her 
bull was cut as though by a huge knife, 
and her nose dropped below water. She 
no sooner sank forward than the ice 
gathered over her, and her case was a 
hopeless one from Ihe first. Passengers 
were sent ashore with all possible haste, 
but before the mails and freight could 
be saved the vessel sank. 

Mr. Maitland Kersey, manager of the 
Canadian Development Company, who 
arrived from the North yesterday, was 
close to the scene of disaster, and hav- 
ing heard of the serious position in 
which the passengers were— they ate at 
a point remote from assistance, and with 
little or no food or shelter— sent word to 
the superintendent of his company's win- 
ter road to do everything within bis 
power for the stranded ones. The 
steamer was recently sold to big Alex. 
McDonald. Dawson's gold king, and was 
under charter to the Canadian Develop- 
ment Company. 

The Stratton'a accident, however, was 
only one of the serious ones happening 
to steam craft and attributable to the 
sudden freezing of the rivers. The It. 
L. & K. N. Co.'s steamer Nora, it is said, 
bad her hull cut by float ice in Crossing 
Lake Marsh, and had started to iill when 
beached, the passengers being compelled 
to abandon the vessel and take lo sleds, 
on which l hey reached shore. Steamer 
Olive May was similarly cut. She was 
on her way to White Horse and had to 
be beached, where she will spend the 
winter. The Clossett, Anglian and 
Kilburu were stopped by the ice above 
Selwyn. 

'Hie Skagway Alaskan of October 25 
says: " It is reported that the Olive 
.May is n total wreck on Tagish lake, 
and th; Stratton near Selwyn: that the 
steamer Anglian Id aground on a sand- 
bar and frozen in the ice below Selwyn, 
which means her destruction: thai the 
Clossett is in a cove near Selwyn and 
may possibly survive the breaking of the 
Ice in the spring, and that the Matlock, 
the Severance and other scows un- 
frozen in above Selkirk, with slight pros- 
pect- of reaching Dawson this season."
